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REMARKS 


kil 1. On 10 November 1951, the Tauentzien Kaserne on Osterburgerstrasse, Stendal 
(i 53/¥ 85), quartered 1,000 to 1,200 troops, most of whom wore black= 
bordered red epaulets but some wore red~bordered black epaulets. Soldiers 
were seen practicing with rifles, AT rifles, heavy machine guns and 80—mm 
mortars. A company of 3 officers and 9, men, who wore gas masks, marched 
into the billeting area in the following jroups: 


First platoon. 27 men, including 3 squad leaders with submachine guns y 
3 soldiers with one AT rifle each and 21 men with rifles.

Third platoon. 16 men, including 2 squad leaders with submachine euns, 
I soldiers with two 80—mn mortars and equipment, and 10 men with rifles.

on 2 November. About 8 to 10 trucks, carryinr about 200 troops, were seen 

entering the Hindenburg Kaserne on Schillerstvasse, while the other trucks y 

loaded with pontoons and beams, were unloaded at the former rati 

depot on Arneburgerstrasse.

le About 3,000 to 4,000 troops assembled at the athlete field in Stendal for 
a ceremony on 7 November. Specifically, 1,500 to 2,00 troops with a band, 
of platoon strength were at the field by 9 a.m. whenl colonel, 3 majors, 
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LO other officers, 15 uniformed women, and 6 units, each of 5 or 6 officers 

and. about 80 men with black-bordered red epaulets, arrived from the Tauente 

Zien Kasérne on Osterburgerstrasse; and 1 band of about 16 pleces, 1 unit 

of 25 officers and 10 units, each of several officers and 60 to 80 men, 

arrived from the Albrecht-der-Baer Kaserne on Friedrich Ebert Strasse. 25X11 


De On 12 November, the Tauentzien Kaserne on Osterburgerstrasse quartered 
700 to 800 troops. Sentries wore black=bordered red enau 
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6. On 17 November, the Albrecht-der-Baer Kaserne on Friedrich Ebert Strasse 
quartered from 1,200 to 1,400 troops, Gate guards wore red~bordered black 
spaulets with tank insignia. A unit of 150 soldiers wearing red-bordered 
black epaulets and carrying rifles was seen marching from the installation 

to the drill ground at the Hindenburg Kaserne. It was followed by two 

telephone sections, each consisting of 12 soldiers with eguipmen 
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7e On 17 November, the Hindenburg Kaserne on Schillerstrasse quartered about 
2,000 troops. Gate guards wore red~bordered black epaulets. Troops were seen 
drilling in the barracks yard, wrile another 200 troops, organized in small 
groups, received infantry training with small arms in the tralning area west 


of the Hindenburg Kaserne. 25X1

of machine guns and entrenching tools in the area between the Hindenburg 25x11

On November, a 35=piece band played about 
200 troops with carbines to the railroad station, with three trucks carrying 
bageage following the troops. When the band returned t6 the Albrecht-der-~ 
Baer Kaserne, the 200 troops were seen departing toward Magdeburg. Three 
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units which arrived at the Albrecht-der-Baer Kaserne from the [lindenburg 
Kaserne on 19 November consisted of 60 soldiers each, who wore red=border= 
ed black epaulets and earried carbines. 25X1 


At 1:30 p.m. on 7 Noverber, from 2,000 to 2,200 troops assembled in an 
open square in the yard of the Tauentzien Kaserne and were subsequently 
reviewed by several officers. On 13 November, about 120 troops with black- 
bordered red epaulets were drilling in the barracks yard, while about 250 
troops with black-bordered red epaulets received field training under the 
supervision of five officers in the area north of the installation. The 
troops, who were 19 or 20 years of ae ceca HOO marched back to_the 


Tauentzien Kaserne, followed by sedan with three officers.[ «25X11 
the Tauentzien Kaserne was also occupied beyond capacity 
by about 2,500 troops.

@ otendal military post. It supplements a report of late October and ear 
November 1960 [YI 
report inasmuch as It corroborates assumptions of the period prior to the 


1951 summer training period in regard to the location of an engineer unit 

in the Hindenburg Kaserne. This unit keeps its equipment in the former ration 
supply depot on Arneburgerstrasse. « / 25X1 
The identity of the engineer unit concerned cannot be established. The truck 
ae in paragraph 2 of the present report belong to headquarters 
units of the LXXIX Mtz Rifle Corps and are indicative of the 890th Indep 

Engr Bn which, however, is fairly definitely believed to be stationed in 

the Remonte Schule, Gardelegen. - It is possible that 25X1 
the engineer unit may be assigned to the %q Third Shock Army. The ten units 

from the Albrecht-der-~Baer Kaserne which, according to paragraph l of the 

present report, attended a military ceremony on 7 November may have been 
components of the 16th Gds (?) Tank Regt and the headquarters and headquarters 
units of the 207th Mtz Rifle Div which are also carried in the barracks 
installation.
